lieved th a t Coxey w ould lead them to 
W ashington and feed them all the 
way. 
Coxey’s fear is th a t he can not 
find food for th e rapidly increasing 
num bers. 
The w orst p a ft of the coun­ 
try is to come and food is scarce. 
In a day or tw o this band of men 
w ill strike the m ountains. 
F or days 
the}’ w ill be in a country destitute of 
houses or tow ns and in one place a 
jum p of sixty m iles m ust be made be­ 
fore anything resem bling a tow n is 
m et w ith, and th e question of food 
w ill be a very serious m atter. 
T he arm y num bered 503 m en w hen 
it m arched o u t of H om estead yester­ 
day. 
T he m arch to M cKeesport w as 
begun a t l l o’clock. 
N early the whole 
distance of fourteen m iles seemed to 
be up hill. 
The roads were as bad as 
they could be.

the num ber and im portance of the 
failures. 
The num ber was 2,090 in 
January. 1,202 in February, and 1,005 
in March. 
The com m ercial liabilities 
w ere 531,320,867 in January, $17,930,419 
in 
February, 
and 
$14,730,893 
in 
March. 
N early 
half th e com m er­ 
cial liabilities were of firms failing 
during the first month; much more 
than half of the trading liabilities, 54 
per cent, as the full statem ent shows, 
42 per cent of the m anufacturing lia­ 
bilities, and 49 .p er cent of the other 
commercial liabilities. Moreover, near­ 
ly tw o-thirds of the banking liabilities 
were of failures in the first m onth and 
over half of the railroad liabilities. 
T hough the num ber of com m ercial 
failures, 4,297 in the U nited States, 
was never equaled in any q u arter u n ­ 
til the third of last year, the average 
of liabilities is only $14,890, w hich is 
lower th an has appeared in the records 
of th irty -eig h t years 
a t any tim e 
closely succeeding any serious reverse. 
The degree of com m ercial soundness 
and health thereby indicated gives 
ground for hope th a t the liquidations 
consequent upon the disaster of 1893 
have been in large m easure accom­ 
plished. 
W heat has been lifted about 4 cents 
by rep o rts of serious injury to the 
plant, but the accounts are more th an 
usually conflicting and th ere is m uch 
un certain ty about the ex ten t of the 
injury. 
W estern receipts w ere 1,711,- 
147 bushels for th e week, against 
3,170,971 last year, b u t exports from 
A tlantic ports were only 759,445 bush­ 
els, against 1,042,265 last year. 
Corn 
has declined 1% cents, w ith w estern 
receipts of 2,596,139 bushels. 
Fork 
illu strates the contrariness of the hog 
by rising half a dollar, w ith lard a 
shade better. 
T he cotton m arket approaches stag ­ 
nation, w ith spot steady a t 1 % cents, 
b u t receipts for the week exceed last 
year’s and still indicate a crop much 
above 7,000,000 bales. 
The failures for 
the la st w eek have been 249 iii the 
U nited States, against 
195 last year, 
and 26 in Canada, against 28 last year.

PEFFER SPEAKS ON 
T H E 
T A RIFF 


KanH»K S en ator 
T a lk s F rom a P op u list 
S tan dp oin t o f th e W ilson H ill 


W a s h in g t o n , April 7.—Senator Pet­ 
ter made his speech on th e tariff yes­ 
terday and presented the m atter as 
viewed from a populist stan d p o in t He 
introduced his speech by discussing 
the 
subject 
of 
tax atio n 
and the 
am ounts paid by the people of the 
U nited States to support th e govern­ 
m en t 
All taxes, he said, paid by the 
people of the U nited States am ount 
to nearly 
one-half 
of 
the 
gov­ 
ernm ent debt 
a t the close of the 
war. 
He also discussed the large pay­ 
m ents of in terest by the people of the 
United States, which had n o t been 
accurately ascertained, b u t were enor­ 
mous. 
“In every w ay,” said Mr. P et­ 
ter, “ the people are taxed, and it 
ought to be the aim of statesm en to 
make these 
bufdens lig h ter.” 
Mr. 
Peffer entered into a discussion of 
revenue and protective tariffs. 
In the 
course of his speech he said: 
“The m ost consistent and practica­ 
ble system of tariff tax atio n for rev­ 
enue only is th a t adopted by G reat 
B ritain—taxing only such articles as 
are not produced in the country levy­ 
ing the tax, arid in addition such ar­ 
ticles as are of a more or less harm ful 
character—as liquor or tobacco. 
B ut 
while this m ethod is simple, it is un­ 
ju st in its operation. 
Sugar, coffee, 
tea and spices w ould supply all the 
revenue we now derive from customs. 
B ut a system which operates so un­ 
justly upon poor people could not he 
enforced in this country. 
“The best representative tariff we 
ever had was th a t of 1846. 
The first 
tariff w as for tw o purposes—raising 
revenue and to establish 
dom estic 
m anufacturing industries—and the ef­ 
fect has been w hat was desired and 
expected. 
In 1890 the M cKinley bill 
increased duties 
IOO 
per 
cent on 
many articles, including wool, cutlery 
and porcelain. 
The M cKinley hill 
was in some respects a legislative mon­ 
strosity. 
“The W ilson bill is a protective 
measure. 
It surrenders revenue on 
the luxuries and discrim inates against 
farms. 
The duties on many farm pro­ 
ducts are of no benefit to the farm , 
but w hen they are of any use let them 
rem ain if the protection policy is to 
be m aintained. 
The W ilson bill al­ 
lows a loss of revenue th a t m ight as 
well be retained. It is no b etter on the 
whole th an the present law. 
It has 
free wool, b u t taxes clothes; free 
hides, b u t taxes shoes. 
It protects 
m anufacturers and 
gives free 
raw 
m aterials. 
♦ 
"T he populists have no tariff plank 
in their platform . 
We view the sub­ 
ject from the standpoint of taxation. 
We understand th a t the levying of 
tariff duties is a tax upon the people 
and we w ould m ake 
the burden as 
lig h t as possible. 
We look upon this 
subject through the eyes of the w ork­ 
ingmen. 
We 
study 
it 
from 
the 
standpoint of the poor and lowly. 
The 
w ealthy 
and 
proud 
.can 
take care of themselves. 
The pop­ 
ulists believe in a graduated income 
tax and regard it as the m ost equitable 
system of taxation. 
Protection as 
ta u g h t by our fathers is the proper 
doctrine—protection is dom estic in­ 
dustries. 
Only such industries as can 
be m ade national, em ploying large 
num bers of people, shall be protected, 
and th a t only long enough to establish 
them ; afte r th a t save the m arket for 
them and no more. 
B ounties in many 
cases are b etter th an cheaper duties.” 
Mr. Harris, statin g th a t the tariff 
bill had never been read in full, and 
th a t the senate had refused to dispense 
w ith its form al reading, asked th a t it 
be then read. 
The republicans there­ 
upon began dilatory tactics, Mr. Al­ 
drich moving th a t the senate go into 
executive session, and Mr. H arris de­ 
m anding the yeas and nays, w hich 
showed the absence of a quorum.

A ldrich's m otion being voted down 
there #w as a roll call, w hich disclosed 
the presence of a quorum , and then 
the senate adjourned.

Out in the offing I could see the trans­ 
port that was bringing the soldiers and 
the women.

I knelt by the side of the boy—he was 
only a boy. He still breathed, though 
slightly, hut, cruel sight! he was blind, 
and his once handsome face was horri­ 
bly disfigured.
